Tho people of Blackintcn did n very 


appropriate and considerate thing Thurs- 
day night, and did it in a wey that proved 
most enjoyable and reflected greit credit 
on that cummunlty. 


Thursday was the fortieth amm-ersary 


of the comtngr to that village of O. A. 
Archer, who cast In his lot with its people 
"for 
better or for worse," and who has 


labored faithfully with and for them dur- 
ing all the intervening years. 
So it 


occurred to them that it would be proper 
to give him a little' surprise and in a, 
pleasant way to remind him of their 
appreciation of all his efforts for the com- 
munity's good, and the program was 
worked up aad carried out in a most suc- 
cessful m:d happy manner. 


It was intended that Mr. Arclur 


should know absolutely nothing of the 
metier until Thursday evening, but in an 
accidental 
way bis suspicions 
were 


aroused a f«-,v hours before that time, and 
while he had no "bill of the particulars1' 
he was aware that something wai "In the 
wind." But he had no idea of the demon- 
stration which was so soon to take place 
la his honor, and in reality the whole 
thing came to him as a genuine and 
happy surprise. 


The event too's the form of a gathering 


of the people of the village, with a few 
friends from Williamstown and this city, 
in the sewing room of the mill, which is 
located on the first floor in the west end 
ot the building. It in a very large room 
and had been tastefully fitted for the oc- 
casion. A platform was erected at the 
east side of the room and there were 
suitable decorations composed of the nat- 
ional colors, evergreens and autumn foli- 
age. Above the platform, in large black

Seated upon the platform were W. A, 
Hopkins, who presided; R. E. Schouler, 
T. W. Sykes, A. N. Smith, Dr. H. J. Mil- 
lard, John Owens, George Hamer, P. J. 
Mohoney, W. H. Oove, George H. Kearn, 
O. A. Archer, E. Rogers. Rev. W. L. 
Tenney, Rev. P. D. Penney and T. C. 
Phelps. 


After the prayer Mr.Hopkins made a few 


pleasant introductory remarks, speaking 
of Mr. Archer's long residence in Blackin- 
ton and his earnest efforts in behalf of it* 
industrial, social and religious life. He 
paid a high tribute to Mr. Archer's worth 
as a man and citizen. Mr. Hopkins spoke 
of the old times in Blackinton, when the 
mill and the village were much smaller 
than now, and his remarks were flavored 
with humor which well prepared the 
large company for the good things to 
follow. 


Rev. W. L. Tenney was the next 


speaker. His remarks showed a Thorough 
familiarly with life and conditions in 
Blackinton and he spoke in a ni / i appre- 
ciative way of the life and services of him 
in whose honor the people had come to- 
gether. Other speakers were E. Rogers 
Rev.F. D. Penney and John Owen o( Black- 
inton, all of whom paid just tribute to Mr. 
Archer and his good wife, who for forty 
years have labored faithfully side by side 
to help make Blackinton what it is—one of 
the most intelligent, thrifty and orderly 
manufacturing communities in the coun. 
try. 
There was genuine sincerety in all 


that was said and the sentiments of the 
speakers found a hearty response in the 
hearts of their hearers. 
There was a 


sprinkling of humor in the remarks of 
most ofthe speakers, and the various ad- 
dresses called forth alternating laughter, 
tews and applause. 


The speaking was interperied with sing- 


ing by the Blackinton male quartet, which 
was charming feature of the program. It 
seemed as though 
the young men, 


filled with the spirit of the occasion, 
sang better than before. Their rendition 
of "Annie Laurie" was exceptionally flue 
and they were obliged to respond to a 
recall. 


Presentation' 


The presentation was made by P. J- 


Mahoney as follows: 


MR. CHAIRMAN, LADIES AND GENTLE- 


HEN:—As one ofthe boys who graduated 
beneath the belfry of this mill, and as one 
who has spent over a quarter of a dentury 
as a worker beneath ics roof, I have been 
honored with a call from my fellow 
workers to add our testimony to what has 
already been said in praise of our esteemed 
fellow townsman this evening. Occupied 
with business csrea and the daily struggles 
of life, we are prone to overlook the good 
qualities in a man, and citicise only his 
weaknesses or his tollies. Too often we. 
reserve the words of praise for a toller by 
our side until the hand of death is laid 
upon him and the grave closes in npan his 
mortal remains forever. 


We have met here this evening to 


honor a man who has spent forty years ot' 
his life in this village. There is a peculiar 
relationship existing between employer 
and employe in this village. 
In many 


places the officials of a large corporation 
cannot be approached by the employes 
thereof, but it is not so here. There has 
always existed the most cordial and pleas- 
ant relationship between the employers 
and the employed of this corporation, and 
this is largely due to the unostentatious 
life of our honored guest this evening, and, 
to use the words of the illustrious poet, 
John Boyle O'Rlely. 


He ruled no wrfe, he knew no pride. 
He was one with the toller*, side by site. 


Forty years in harness has silvered the 


locks and left its traces of care, but to u - 
here in Blackintou he never grows clJ. 
He is never so old that he fails to r ijo;> 
the sports and games of his boyhood. 
Whoever attended a baseball or football 
Zame or any other sport on the baseball 
rack and did not find Mr. Archer there? 
And it isn't many years agp since ho took 
off his baseball uniform after leading tbr 
Benedicts to victory against the Bachelor= 
jlthougb, he afterwards admitted that 
Pond's extract and linement was in great 
demand by the members of his nine for a 
few days tfter the game. Forty years oi 
continuous service is indellible proof that 
the duties of his office were honestly, 
oonscienciousiy and faithfully discharged. 


However, it is nut the business career 


of our honored guest that wo are here to 
ommeinorate, as much as his worth as ir 
citizen and a man, and the benefits be- 
stowed upon those among whom his lot 
was cast. When many men in his posi- 
tion would seek rest, after the arduous 
duties of bis office, Mr. Archer was found 
in the library every Saturday throughout 
the year, giving out books to the little 
toilers from the mill who came with work- 
begrimed hands to select their reading 
matter for the week. When the angel of 
death visited the home of any oue in this 
village, no matter bow poor or lowly, nor 
ivhat creed or race, he was ever one of 
the first to give words of comfort and con- 
dolence to the grief-stricken family or 
to bring flowers to be placed on the bier, 
or to prepare a choir for the requite. No 
deserving ease of charity ever appealed 
to him in vain, as his purse was ever 
ready to help the teedy. His services 
were always at the disposal of the church 
the choir, the tchool and of every work 
that tended to promote the Mental and 
moral advancement of the village. And 
his devoted and accomplished wife has 
stood shoulder to shoulder with him in 
his good work. Mrs. Archer's services, 
too, have always been at the disposal of 
the needy and distressed, and her advice 
and counsel have been the beacon light 
to many young women in this village. 
Therefore In5 object of this meeting is 
no less to honor the deserving man than 
his equally deserving wife, and I know I 
voice the sentiment of this large gather- 
ing of friends and neighbors when I say 
we trust and prey that Mrs. Archer will 
soon be restored to health and strength. 


In behalf or our mends and neighbors 


I present you with this bookciss, a smile 
token, a memento thtt will be tangible 
evidence of the love, respect and esteem 
in which you are held by them. Accept 
it, then, not for its vjl.ie, for we appreci- 
ated that a gift of great value, that would 
require a sacrifice fro u anyone in its pur- 
chase, would be displeasing t > you, but in 
the cordial, friendly spirit in wui.-u U 
was tendered. 
And bo.jej 
that in 


years to come yourself and wife may re- 
member the occasion and the old iriends 
of October 8, 1836, who commemorated 
the fortieth anniversary of your residence 
in this village. And that you and your 
beloved wife may journey for many years 
in the golden days of the Indian aummer 
of life, shall ever ba the earnest wish of 
your many friends and neighbors in 
Blackinton. 


The Kenpoino. 


In responding Mr. Archer said, among 


other things: 
This surspine Hjujt like 


Blackinton. 
It never does anything by 


halves. I am very grateful to the gentle- 
men for the kind words they have spoken 
about me. Forty years of life after reach- 
ing maturity is enough to make almost 
any one feel old, but ulthouzh my hair is- 
gray I am still young in heart. I do not 
feel old. 


On the 8th of October, 1S3J, I came to 


this village with my young wife. I had 
been teaching iu a large seminary hi Ne»v 
York, a work which in soma respect? >vis 
distasteful to me, and I camp here to take 
the position of bookkeeper in tbe mill, 
which was only a small affair then- 
There were at that tim- two little schools 
'n the village, one on the Xarth Adr.r.s 
side and one on the Williamslown side of 
the line. 
These were some jears jattr 


merged into a union school and we hare 
since made groat advancements in educa- 
tional as well as ir other lines 


During these I'jrty years I have seen 


many changes. All ot the Blackiatous, 
the founders and for many years proprie- 
tors of the mill, hive passed to the other 
side, and I tliiak I am today the oldest 
manufacturer in North Ada-ns in coi.ti i- 
nous service. I have seen people come 
here from the old countries and, begin* 
ing at the bottom work their way up to 
the possession of comfort ible , ho in as. 
People who have been industrious and 
saving have got ahead here, and so I con- 
clude that Blackinton i» cot a bad place 
to live in. 


This occasion to me is one of great 


pleasure. 
I only regret that the lady 


who has worked wi*U me ail these years 
is not able to be here. I thank you for 
th" kind words jouhave spoken of her, 
which are more deserved than v\ hat has 
been said about me, and for this token ot 
your esteem and confidence.

The nomination for clerk of courts was 


next in ordar and the name of Frank H. 
B. Murson of Adams was first placed 
before the convention by Mark E. Couch 
of North Adams and seconded by James 
C. Chalmers of Adams. Parley A Russell 
of Great Barrington nominated Orlanda 
C. Bidwell of that town and it was sec- 
onded by James A. A Bice of Lee and 
9raiik H. Wright of Great Harrington. 
Tne name of H. B. Wellington of Pittsfleld 
was placed in nomination by Thomas 
Post of Lenox.

A formal ballot 


was taken, Cande receiving 34 votes, Bid.

edy. 
Why has Canada no currency ques- 


tion, no cry for cheap money and no 
campaign against gold? These are ques- 
tions which Mr. Thomas G. Shearman 
answers very effectively in the London 
Times of Sept. 11. 


Briefly summarized, Mr. Shearman's 


explanation of the discontent among 
farmers, which has lead to the ridicu- 
lous demand for free silver, is that most 
farmers in tha west and south are de- 
prived of the benefits of banking facili- 
ties. They seldom see or nse a check 
and arc unacquainted with the benefits 
of banks and bank credits. For this 
reason there is a great scarcity of cur- 
rency in most rural districts. The 
"country store" supplies in part and in 
a crude and costly way the credits 
vrhich tide many farmers over from one 
season to another. Because of the great 
risk involved, the storekeeper, by charg- 
ing high prices for his goods and by 
paying low piicps for farm products, 
really gets from 25 to 40 per cent inter- 
est on the credits given to the furmers. 
Of conrsc such interest eats up all of 
the profits of a large class of farmers. 


The country storekeeper really does a 


banking business in a clumsy and cost- 
ly way. Locnl banks, such as exist in 
Canada, would furnish 
the farmers 


•With credits {it about one-fourth the 
cost of store credits. 
With such banks 


the farmers could sell their crops tor 
checks, deposit them in banks and take 
up their discounted notes in this way. 
The farmer knows nothing of this 
method of conducting transactions and 
thinks that his needs can be supplied 
only by making more money—cheaper 
money if necessary. 


The farmers, therefore, make J»3 


efforts to obtain better banking facili- 
ties. 
Instead they work and vote 


against banks and bankers at every op- 
portunity. They tax money and other 
loanable capital at 3 or 3J£ per cent 
while demanding that interest be re- 
duced to 3 per cent. They thus drive 
away the very money they are so eager 
to get. In some sections of the south it 
is SO or 76 miles to the nearest bank. 
They prohibit branch banks, such as ex- 
ist in Canada and Scotland to the great 
advantage of remote country districts. 


The farmers themselves are the great- 


est enemies to what is most needed in 
their communities—first class banks of 
deposit and discount. Mr. Shearman 
makes this point clear. He says that 
Canadian farmers "have Buffered from 
the fall of prices and from every other 
alleged result -of the single #old stand- 
ard to the same extent as the fanners 
south of. them. Yet there is no bimetal- 
lic league in Canada, and the cry for 
cheaper money is not heard. Canada 
has not only enough money to supply 
all of her own wants, but also lends 
such great amounts in the United States 
that jealous American bankers some- 
times try to shut Canadian money out." 


Mr. Shearman sees what too few 


seem to see—that the farmers have a 
real monetary or currency grievance. 
He has indicated what is probably the 
only way of giving relief. He offers 
something positive. That the farmer! 
are not willing to take the only remedy 
for their ilia and prefer the quack free 
silver and cheap money remedies only 
prolongs their sufferings and makes a 
rational solntiou of the money question 
more difficult and uncertain. 


^ HE SILVER QUESTION INA^UTSHELL 


Free Coinage of Bricks Would Not Raise 


Their Price. 


Did yon ever etop to think what 


•would be the result if the government 
should by legislation determine that or- 
dinary building bricks 3 by 4 by 8 
inches in size should be legal tender in 
any amount for $1 each and should nr- 
range to have them so stamped in any 
quantity free of cost to the persona pre- 
senting them? 


Under snch circumstances the price 


of building bricks wonld at once advance 
to $1,000 a thousand, for if they could 
be "coined" without cost the bricks 
"uncoined" would be worth just as 
much as the "coined" bricks—$1 each. 
But did it ever occur to yon that it 
would not be an advance in the value of 
the bricks, but a decrease in the value 
of the dollars, which would thus estab- 
lish a new "parity between money and 
property;" that under snch a system 
$1,000 would be worth only 1,000 
bricks; that that 1,000 bricks would 
exchange for no more commodities or 
labor than it does today, and conse- 
quently that $1,000 wonld mean no 
more to us than 1,000 bricks do now? 


In other words, our government can 


determine by legislation what commod- 
ity and what amount of that commodity 
$1 shall be, but it must leave it to the 
laws of comparative supply and de- 
mand, cost of production, etc., to de- 
termine what the value of that com- 
modity shall be. It may declare that a 
brick shall be a dollar, in which case 
$1 will be worth whatever a brick will 
exchange for. It may declare that 95.8 
grains of gold shall be a dollar, in 
which case fl will be worth whatever 
35.8 grains of gold will exchange for, 
or it may declare that 413^ grains of 
silver tfhall be a dollar, in which case $1 
will be worth only what 418^ grains of 
silver will exchange for, the samn to- 
day as 50.3 cents in gold, or, "giving 
the debtor the option" as to what dollar 
he shall use with which to pay his 
debts, it may declare that each of these 
three shall be a dollar, in which case 
$1 will be worth just as much as the 
least valuable of the three, which under 
present conditions wonld be the brick.

Mountain Sickness. 


It has long been known that "mountain 


sickness1' ia due to u deficiency of oxygen 
in the air at high altitudes, making the 
respiratory and organic combustions in- 
sufficient to support healthy life. This 
anozyhernia is, however, according to Dr., 
Beguard, not the sole cause of it, because 
some persons are unattacked, and he shows, 
that fatigue is another factor in the prob- 
lem. Passengers by railway to tha sum- 
mit of a high mountain would gutter from 
It were deficiency of oxygen- tho only cause. 
' Lack of oxygen in the blood and excess 
of muscular work are the two sources of 
this disease. To prove it, Dr. Regnard has 
inclosed two fowls In a vacuum, one of 
them being obliged to turn a mouse mill, 
the other being idle, and when an ex- 
haustion corresponding to about 10,000 
feet of altitude was produced by the air- 
pninp the working fowl began to show all 
signs of mountain Sickness. 


At a hypothetical altitude of about 14,- 


000 feet the bird seemed to be dead, where- 
as tho idle fowl was apparently unconcern- 
ed and only began to exhibit the same 
symptoms as its companion at ;i rarefac- 
tion corresponding to a height of about 
24,000 fnet. This fowl was all right on be- 
ing liberated, but the other jiontinucd ill 
for several tluys. The resulins encourag- 
ing to tourists on high mountain railways 
and will be useful to mountain climbers.

Insufficient Revenues Under the Free Trad* 


Tariff to Run tUe Government. 


The deficiency of revenue from Jnly 


1, 1898, to July J, 1890, under Mr. Cleve- 
land's administration amounted to near- 
ly $147,500,000. The loss in foreign 
trade balance to our favor during 29 
months of the Wilson tariff, as compared 
•with £8 months of the McKinley tariff, 
was in "excess of $94,000,000.

Tliia 
popular tale-teller aud social nafirist 
was of French eqtraction, his paternal 
grandparent*, having fled to Eng-laud 
dm ing the Terror and settled iu Lou- 
don, but he was a British subject by 
birth, although he first saw the light 
in 1'arU and lived there until he ^ as 
stm-nUsen ^ years old. Then ho 
was 


tidun U) England aud sent to Univer- 
sity college* London, where ho studied 
chemistry. It soon became evident, 
however, that he was not destined to 
shine, in this branch of study, whereas 
he had given many indications of his 
artistic predilections in his constant 
pro luction of sketches and caricaturas. 
It was determined, therefore that ho 
should go to Par's to learn paint- 
ing under the direction of M. Gleyra, 
and, later on, he proceeded to Antwerp 
and Diisseldorf. It was in the former 
town that he was stricken with th« 
sickness that deprived him of the sight 
of one eve and, tor some time, "thrent>- 
ened him with the loss of the other. 
After escaping this perii he returned 
to London and set to work to earn his 
living ab an illustrator, dwelling lu 
humble lodgings with his friend Lionel 
llealey. and winning a bare subsist- 
entu from day to day, not alwajs 
knowing, indeed, where the next day'a 
diuner was to come from. In those 
da^skewas a ferocious radical, and 
wa> very bitter against the society in 
v.'htch I.e found kooa afterwards his 
best and most remunerative opportu- 
nities. 


Hll W'ork for Foaoli* 


At the age of 26 he begon to furnish 


occasional contributions to Punch. 13 is 
skill and humor were developed rapidly 
ami when John Leech died he was in- 
vitud to fill his place at the famous 
table, and carved his monogram bo- 
twcen those of his predecessor and 
Thickeray. 
Mark Lemon was tlia 


editor in those days and he was quick 
to perceive in what direction the pow- 
ers of his new associate lay, and ad- 
vised him not to try to be too funny, 
but to confine himself to the gently 
hu morons and graceful side of thing?.

Not an Aeknonrledscd. Wit. 


Du llaurier, although not an no- 


k: nwledged wit, was almost always as 
hippy as he was in his designs. His 
iitugiuary conversations, ofteu doubt- 
lets taken pretty closely from the life, 
wrre exactly appropriate to the society 
of which the atmosphere was repro- 
duced so faithfully in his pictures. 
His humor was seldom very rich or 
very deep, but it was not devoid of 
culler spruitle or snap, and was emi- 
nent alike for its truthfulness and its 
refinement. He could flro with nner- 
ri ig aim at folly as it flies but his at- 
tack was ever free from all malice and 
vulgarity. As a book Illustrator ho 
oi ten proved himself a master of pathos 
as well as humor, and many of his 
plates are noteworthy for strength aud 
d.jnity as well as tenderness.

ordinarily popular. "Peter Ibbetson," 
h s firat novel published in 1891, was a 
surpi ise to those who had not suspected 
h s hterury capacities, and his "Tril- 
b,'," as everybody knows, commanded 
an enormous sale, and in its drdmatio 
form is still filling theatres on both 
si U's of the Atlantic.

Cape Ann Savings bank, hod shot him- 
self fatally in ttie head at his residence 
in Annisquam yesterday 
afternoon. 


Shortly before 11 o'clock in the fore- 
noon the curtains in the bank were 
down, the door locked and a notice 
posted up bearing the following: 
"Bank closed, balance of the day." 
This caused considerably inquiry and 
many comments were made. The offi- 
cials of the bank gathered and quietly 
went into the rear room and the mys- 
tery of the closing of the bank So busi- 
ness hours was discussed. The mystery 
continued until after 3 o'clock when 
the terrible fact could no longer be 
kept a secret, that the treasurer of the 
bank had shot himself. The following 
are the particulars as told by Charles 
E. Sawyer: 


Notified the Director, of HI. Intention. 
John Strum, janitor of the bank, en- 


gaged Sawyer to assist him in hauling 
up a yacht on Mr.' Marsh's place. 
About 12:15, while working about the 
premises, Mr. Marsh was seen about 
there and his footsteps heard as he 
paced up and down inside the house. 
They suspected nothing wrong. Hav- 
ing completed their work Sawyer pro- 
ceeded directly up the street. Mr. 
Strum then entered the house and had 
occasion to visit the cellar. He had 
hardly got down stairs when a sight of 
horror met his eyes, for lying in a heap 
in front of him on the floor was Mr. 
Marsh, dead, while alongside of him 
was a gun. Mr. Strum at once sum- 
moned assistance. 
Dr. Garland re- 


sponded at once and found Mr. Marsh 
in the position described. A great hole 
was through his face and his brains en- 
tirely blown out. As nothing could be 
done Dr. Garland, who is an officer of 
the bank, at once returned to the city 
and was in close conference with the 
directors 
late in 
the 
afternoon. 


Mr. Marsh agreed to attend a meeting 
of the trustees of the savings bank in 
the forenoon. When the trustees met 
a letter was found in his handwriting 
directed to Sylvester Cunningham, 
saying that his (Marsh's) body would 
be found in the cellar at his summer 
house at Annisquam. 


HI. Account. Said To Be All RlgM. 


Mr. Marsh was connected with the 


Addison 
Gilbert estate and many 


others, but nothing- as yet is known as 
to the condition of the property. He 
was no doubt temporarily insane. The 
bank commissioners, it is said, made an 
examination of the bank Wednesday, 
and it is all right beyond question. It 
is also said that the commissioners 
were summoned by telegraph, but 
nothing to 
corroborate 
could be 


learned. The bank Is considered ono 
of the strongest financial institutions 
in the state, as it has over $3,000,000 on 
deposit. Mr. Marsh, who had been 
treasurer for nearly thirty years, was 
considered a very shrewd manager. It 
is the opinion of the officials of other 
banks that the savings bank is all 
right and that none of Us funds have 
been misapplied. To-day the bank offi- 
cials have become suddenly reticent 
and no statement can be gotten from 
them.

Withdrawals for Use In the Arts 


Averaged S2S.OOO a Day. 


New York, Oct. 9.—The gain in gold 


by the United States treasury since the 
first arrivals August ?8 in the present 
import movement has been in round 
numbers $32,000,000. The withdrawals 
from the treasury in Washington and 
from all sub-treasuries in the same 
time covering forty-two business days, 
has been (7,861,000, so that the net gain 
by the treasury has been about 524,- 
000,»00. The withdrawals for use in 
the arts hare averaged (25,000 a day, 
or»l,OSO,000 altogether. Other with- 
drawals "in ordinary course" have 
averaged (60,000 a day, making a total 
of $2,520,000. 
Adding to thU last 


named sum the gold withdrawn lor use 
in the arts the aggregate is 83,570.000. 
The chief withdrawals otherwise have 
-been from the San Francisco sub-trea- 
sury by Pacific coast banks. A good 
deal of gold has also been withdrawn 
from the New Yor'c sub-treasury lof 
shipment to Canada. There have re- 
cently, however, been some receipts of 
gold from Canada to offset the earlier 
shipments to the Dominion.
